“In Search of the Blue People” 


Gigantic mountains, dry riverbeds, remnant 
lakes of solid salt, forests, and shifting seas 
of sand make up the 3,500,000 square miles 
of the ‘Sahara’ (the Arabic word for dun- 
color). Every year, in a small corner of 
western Morocco, the nomadic Blue People 
of the Sahara (so called from the famed in- 
digo robes that dye the skin blue) gather for 
the annual May Tan-Tan Moussen festival. 


At the August members’ meetings Robert 
Holmes will share his trip to Morocco in the 
mid-1970’s in search of these people and 
their festival. His photos may be a record of 
the last festival to take place. Sadly the tradi- 
tion may die because the border war be- 
tween Algeria and Morocco has made it im- 
possible for these people to gather together 
for their annual celebration. 


Mr. Holmes, who is a specialist in moun- 
taineering and expedition photography, was 
official photographer for the British expedi- 
tion to Mt. Everest in 1975. Your membership 
card admits you through the main entrance 
or the Wattis Hall entrance for all of the 
meetings.
